Unlike socialists. they are 
not snobby about holding coffee 
mormings and raffles, No one is 
belier al providing comfortable cars 
for old ladies on wet election nights. 

With a few exceptions, however, 
they have not the remotest idea of 
how to run a political campaign. to 
involve newspapers and local radio, 
to bring in local people, and to make 
their message in visual terms for 
selevision. Left extremists do not, 
for example. knock off policemen's 
helmets because they dislike those 

objects: ihey do It because i 
provides good television. 

To their credit Conservalves" 
lives are rarely dominated by 
politics, as are those of the extreme 
lef. Tories are not sentirmnentally 
Jiterate; il is not easy t0 get them to 
accept political pamphlets, They 
tend to think that if they take a 
leaflet they have established a social 
contact and may havc to ask you to 
tea Socialists, 1 havc found, are 
pushovers for receiving pamphlets. 

Nevertheless. local Tories must 
team how to GghL The left see the 
time available during this Thatcher 
government as a political and 
campaigning battleground. Nor can 
the fight be left enürely t0 pressure 
groups such as the Freedom 
Association and Aims of Industry. 

The Trotskyists and communisls 
provide training in methods of 
political campaigning. This is 
something that the Conservative 
Party should undertake at once. lt 
they say they are alrcady doing it. 
then it just isn"t noticeable. 

Sir Keith Joseph should lay down 
some guidelines - or at least talk 
aloud — on political acüvilies at 
schools. If ILEA, for cxamplc, flood 
London schools with expensive 
propaganda, other groups must have 
a right for their material to appear. 

And unless Conservalives can get 
their Labour opposiles to accept a 
“no party politics" rule in school, 
they too must produce material, 
letters, posters, meetings and all the 
paraphernalia of campaigning. 

At present grass-rools politics is a 
one-horse race. with Labour and far- 
left activists well and truly in the 
saddle.

feminist cracks in my inner ear

Round the corner was a table 
managed by a school (Labour) 
governor. More propaganda piled up 
on it plus a letter for me to sign ~ to 
be sent to my MP ¬ attacking the 
Government's policies. 
When { complained bitterly at this 
agitprop display on a Christmas 
occasion. MY lady socialist governor 
was surprised. She was not used to 
parents complaining: they. took the 
pro] da with mute acquiescence. 
A few weeks before I had sat at a 
meeting in another London school, 
organized by the National Union of 


Teachers ™for govemors and 
parents”. We were there to discuss 
“the cuts". 


There must have been more than 
a hundred people there, including 
Ken Livingstone who arrived late. 
The chairman of the meeting was 
the chairman of the school gover- 
nors (Labour). He summed up in a 
uay that made Tony Benn look like 
a moderate. 

1 looked around ihe audience and 
decided that I was not likely to get 
much overt support — so Î got my 
comments in next This was 
obviously not according to the rules 
and for the next hour or twژO‎ I sat 
stiffly listening to people making 
speeches against me. 

When it came to voling for 
motions against the Govemment, 
my hand was the only onc to go up 
in opposition. The object of the 
exercise was Lo get publicity for the 
“motiogs” in the local press, to form 
“campaign groups" against the 
Government's policies and to enroll 
potential political activists. There 
was no attempt to restrict the 
campaign to education. It was the 
Conservative Government's policies 
on İocal government that were to be 
attacked. 

These two small incidents are 

‘being repeated all over London and 
throughout the county, with vir- 
tually no opposition from ‘the 
Conservatives.

On a giant hoarding on the 
Hampstead Road, strategically 
catching the eye of commuters from 
the rich North London suburbs, 
there went up in the week before 
Christmas a ıew advertisement for 
diamonds.

However, a young female relative 
who was with me, a far more sure- 
footed feminist than myself (I 
belong to the blundering generation 
in these matters), disagreed She 
shrugged her shoulders and said: 
“Wicll, at least it's being honest”. 

What was the market research 
that lay behind this advertisement? 
Presumably it was primarily aimed 
af men. at exploiting their sense of 
guilt (And what easier way of 
assuaging it could there be, after all. 
1han dashing into the jewellers a1 sîx 
o'clock on Christmas Eve and 
writing out a chequc?) Or was it 
colluding with a more old-fashioned 
sense of complacent propietorship? 

But it must also have been at least 
partly aimed at women, and to be 
telling them something the adver- 
tisers thought they wanted to hear. 
Wasn't il meant to flatter and 
reassure them about the queenliness 
of their domestic role? 

There is sometimes in feminist 
literature an underestimation of 
women’s attachment to this role. 
Conditioned, exploited and cnslaved 
as we have been, over the millennia 
we have learned to Jove our chains.

The story of Victor Borge saving 
himself is remarkable. He has often 
said. in his one-man show, that “the 
shortest distance between two 
people is a smile". It was because he 


allowed to escape from the Nazis. 


„You can have a United States 
visa”. he was told, “if you promise 
10o make the American people laugh 
as much as you have made us laugh 
here in Denmark," 

The Germans had pul Borge on 
their list of people 10 be extermi- 
maled ~ his name then was 
Rosenbaum — because he had been 
lampooning Hitler since 1937, 

“1 was not really anvi-Hitler™, he 
once said. “I was anti-Nazi, I didn't 
know Hitler. but then he didn't 
know me either. We were never 
what you would call close. In fact, 
when be came in. I left.” 

What Borge left behind was a 
successful career as a revue artist 
and “satirical pianist”. This fol- 
lowed bis parents successful att- 
empt to make him a concert artist. 
They arranged his first public recital 
when he was 10, and after that took 
him to parties to show off his talent. 

But Borge could not be serious 
about the classics. even at that age. 
™ invented my own Beethoven 
concoctions”, he says. “They got 
varying reactions. People would say 
1 was playing thcir favourite SODala, 
or that it was the only Beethoven 
piece they ncver carcd for. My 
parents werc so cmbarrassed that 


Shah 
ah Sufi Hashmat Ullah. Pir Sahib 
of Atroshi. is the most influcnlal 
spiritual Icader in Bangladesh.

on July 13. 19I and was 
educated at Christ's Gollege. 
Fiachley. He joined the RAF in 
1946. In a raid over Germany in 
19423 Williams's aircraft was 
shot down and be was captured. 
Shorly afterwards he was 
imprisoned in Stalag-Luft II 
prisoner of war camp. What 
followed provided much re- 
inforcement for the old adage 
that truth is ’ stranger than 
fiction.
